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MECHANICAL  "BLABBERMOUTH  TO  GIVE  RADIO 
RANGE  IDENTITY 

Radio  ranges  and  fan  markers  will  ' talk''  their  idenlillca- 
lion  al  a nvunber  ol  locations  within  the  next  few  months. 

Alternating  with  the  usual  three  letter  Morse  code  iden- 
lilicalion,  at  a number  of  CAA  radio  foalitles,  will  be  a 
"voice"  which  repeals,  lor  example  "Long  Beoch  omni." 

The  voice  identification  program  is  aimed  at  increasing 
air  safety  by  making  identification  of  a particular  air  navi- 
gation facility  more  positive,  particularly  lor  pilots  who  hove 
a limited  knowledge  ol  Morse  code.  In  the  cose  of  a strange 
facility  with  code  Identlllcatlon  only,  the  pilot  today  must 
look  up  the  three-letter  identifier  In  a publication  to  be  sure 
which  range  he  Is  receiving.  The  voice  transmission  makes 
this  unnecessary. 

In  addition  to  the  idenliflcolion.  the  "voice"  con  give  ad- 
ditional brief  Iniormallon.  such  as  the  led  that  a parllculai 
range  is  nol  connected  with  a communication  station.  Such 
iniormallon  will  prevent  pilots  from  wasting  time  in  making 
radio  calls  to  non-existent  ground  stations. 

The  "voice"  comes  from  an  ingenious  reproducer  nick- 
named "baby  blabbermouth"  by  CAA  technicians  because  it 
never  stops  talking.  Various  recording  methods  were  con- 
sidered. including  those  using  magnetized  wire  and  laps,  and 
lllm.  All  had  one  drawback — in  continuous  day  alter  day 
Hexing,  the  him  tape  or  wire  broke. 

The  problem  was  solved  by  manufacturers  under  con- 
tract  with  the  CAA.  First,  the  voice  is  recorded  on  film, 
similar  to  the  sound  (rack  ol  a movie.  Then  Ihe  Him  is 
stretched  over  transparent  plastic  fixed  to  the  rim  of  a wheel 
When  the  wheel  is  rotated  slowly  a light  shines  through  the 
film  onto  a pholo-elecirlc  cell  below.  The  cell  translates  the 
variations  In  light  received  into  the  voice  of  "blabbermouth." 
Since  Ihe  lllm  is  held  ridigedly  in  place,  without  Hexing, 
there  Is  no  tendency  lor  it  to  break  or  weor  oul — Iowa  Avia- 
tion Bulletin. 

OVER  11.000  COMBAT  PLANES  BEUEVED  BUILT  IN 
U.  S.  S.  R.  IN  1950 

Soviet  Russia's  aircraft  production  lor  I960  may  have  in- 
cluded over  11.000  combat  planes,  according  to  estimates 
based  on  Russia's  aluminum  production  lor  Ihe  year,  which 
IS  believed  to  have  totalled  1 14,000  metric  tons. 

It  is  reliably  calculated  that  80  — ol  this  production,  or 
112,000  Ions,  went  lo  the  nations  aircralt  industry,  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  aluminum  thus  allocated  was  fairly  evenly 
divided  between  lel  lighters,  heavy  bombers  and  medium 
bombers  This  would  mean  that  Russia's  1950  production 
comprised  about  8.200  jet  lighters,  3,100  medium  bombers 
and  1,020  heavy  bombers  such  as  the  TU  70.  Aircraft  such 
as  trainers,  in  whose  manulacture  lltile  or  no  aluminum  is 
used,  and  commercial  or  civil  transports,  ol  which  very  lew 
were  probably  produced,  were  nol  included  In  the  estimates 
--American  Avn.  Daily.

DON'T  FORGET  THE  CROP  SPRAYING  SCHOOL 

Preparations  lor  the  annual  crop  spraying  school  at  the 
State  College  in  Bozeman  are  receiving  the  final  touch. 

March  4th.  5lh  and  6th  are  the  dates.  Grass  hoppers 
will  be  the  main  topic  on  the  lirst  day.  The  curriculum  will 
include  identification  ol  Ihe  species,  iheir  habits  and  methods 
of  eonlfol. 

The  second  day  will  deal  with  weed  control.  applicati< 

ol  2-4D  together  with  recognition  of  Its  damage  to  wheal  and 
insect  damage  often  ollnbuled  to  2-4D. 

The  third  day  ol  Ihe  school  will  include  a study  oi  the 
control  of  alfalfa  weevil  and  CAA  personnel  wil!  prerent  an 
analysis  of  crop  spraying  oircrait  accidents  and  their  caus  >: 


REAR  VIEW  MIRROR  FOR  AIRCRAFT 
Through  the  etlerts  of  the  CAA  Technical  Development 
and  Evaluation  Center  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  they  hove 
developed  a transparent  streamlined  plastic  bubble,  which 
includes  a mirror  This  is  mounted  m the  cockpit  canopy 
above  and  ahead  of  Ihe  pilot.  Extensive  IllghI  tests  hove 
proven  its  ellecllvenesj.  Even  small  aircralt  toji  be 
quarter  mile  rearward  distances.  In  loci,  practically  all  ol 
the  sky  above  and  to  the  rear  oi  the  airplane  can  be  scanned. 
The  bubble  mirror  is  light  in  weight,  eosy  to  install,  and  so 
lor  has  shown  no  tendency  to  alleci  the  flying  charactenst)-- 
ol  Ihe  airplane.  The  use  of  this  arrangement  in  Ihe  Cessna^ 
Model  140  airplane  already  has  been  approved.  Approvals 
for  other  airplanes  require  mainly  that  flight  installations  be 
demonstrated  to  CAA  officials  to  make  sure  that  they  ore 
propierly  installed  ond  lo  make  sure  that  Ihe  Hying  chorac 
tenstlcs  ol  the  airplanes  have  not  been  seriously  alfecled. — 
Western  Air  News.

To  relresh  the  memory  ol  those  pilots  who  hove  torqot- 
ten,  the  law  creating  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission 
provides  that,  while  appointed  by  the  Governor,  the  seven 
members  must  represent  private  pilots,  base  operaiors.  com- 
mercial airlines  aviation  education.  buBlri"*'^  ‘ounly  com 
missioners  and  city  government. 

Alired  E Klinger,  member  of  the  commission,  was 
named  to  represent  city  government  on  the  commission  He 
is  the  mayor  ol  Shelby  and  for  the  past  several  years  has 
been  learning  the  dltlerenc'  between  what  we  call  our 
mayors  In  the  United  Slates  and  In  Canada,  where  the  mayor 
Is  known  as  ■'Hlu  Worship  .

The  Russians  hove  developed  a new.  larger  and  longer 
tanging  bomber  than  the  Soviet  copy  of  the  B-29  now  in 
squadron  service.  Lillie  Information  is  available  on  the 
plane,  except  ihot  it  has  the  same  general  configiaralion  os 
Ihe  TUpolev-4  (the  B-29  copy)  and  is  considerably  larger,  ol- 
Ihouqh,  not  as  large  as  the  USAF's  Convalr  B-3l  A USAF 
spokesman  confirmed  that  the  Air  Fc:.-.-;  is  aware  ol  Ihe  ox 
istence  of  the  new  bomber,  but  there  is  no  information  as  to 
whether  the  plane  is  in  production  and  in  operational  service 
or  still  in  the  prototype  stngs  The  undesignaled  bomber, 
although  similar  in  appearance  to  the  B-29.  is  believed  to  be 
of  Russian  design  origin  rather  than  a caled  up  version  of 
the  B-29. — American  Aviation  Doily. 


CAA  ALLOV.  ^ HIGHER  FEES  FOR  PttOT  EXAMS 
Recognizing  the  increased  time  required  by  pilot  exam- 
iners in  conducting  CAA  flight  4est8  under  recently  eslob- 
lished  rules.  CAA  has  increased  the  allowable  chorge  for 
conducting  pnvale  and  commercial  pilot^exoms  to  S7.50. 
Additional  aircroli  ratmg  tests  may  be  chorged  for  at  $S. 
CAA  still  provides  aviation  safety  agents'  flight  examinations 
without  charge,  but  these  are  only  given  by  appoinimeni  and 
sometimes  Involve  o watting  period.  -American  Aviation 
Daily.

The  Federal  Communlcotlons  Commission  recently  es- 
tablished the  VHF  frequency  of  122.6  me  lor  use  primarily  be- 
tween pllotr  and  airport  operators,  ot  the  suggestion  of  Ihe 
National  Asi-c-nallon  of  Stale  Aviation  Officials  and  Airpori 
Owners  and  Pilot  Association. 

Any  airport  operator  interested  In  installing  such  a fa- 
cility should  contact  the  nearest  FCC  office  to  apply  lor  a 
license.  The  proximity  of  similar  existing  or  proposed  radio 
stations  will  materially  effect  the  consideration  for  addllional 
facilities. 

There  Is  available  equipment  approved  by  the  FCL  on 
the  market.— Oregon  Air  News.

olrcrall  increases.

ability  of  the  properly. 

CAA  EASES  RENEWAL  OF  PARACHUTE

altered.  The  new  ruling.  Amendment  2‘  2 doled  January  3. 
authorize-  the  CAA  Administrator  to  reissue  new  - ertUlcales 
to  holder  ot  the  expired  old  type  without  luriher  proof  of 
qualification  on  the  part  of  Ihe  holder.
